Dr. Raginsky 
Discusses 
Mental Troubles 

Demonstrates 
New. Technique 
To Prc-Meds 

At the weekly meeting of the 
Pre>Med!cal Society'. ' attended by 
over two hundred students, Mont- 
real's noted diagnostician, Dr. Rag- 
insky. spolce on "Psychotherapy In 
Modern Medicine." He also an- 
swered vital questions on the sub- 
ject and demonstrated the practical 
aspect of psycho-somatic medicine. 

He stated that there were more 
mental patients than any other type. 
Besides this, almost everybody suf- 
fers from personality detects which 
are in reality minor mental dis- 
eases; for example, often a person 
having a mild case of syphilis wants 
to die. Actually this wish is caused 
not by the disease Itself but by the 
suffering associated with the mental 
guilt 

In the actual reception and treat- 
ment of the patient. Dr. Raginsky 
emphasized the importance Of all 
would-be doctors treating their pat- 
ients as human beingsl Moreover, if 
the patient is nervous, the treatment 
is more difficult, and if he or she is 
mentally diseased the doctor has a 
real problem, and very great skill 
must be exercised to get any results. 
Thus to obtain full cooperation of 
the patient the doctor must act as a 
father and take a- definite interest. 
Gaining confidence, the patient 
starts talking and reveals uncon- 
sciously much that he otherwise 
wouldn't have revealed. 

Dr. Raginsky then gave an amus- 
ing example demonstrating the 
technique of questioning. An ex- 
cellent picture of a patient's per- 
sonality -was revealed by the. fol- 
lowing seemingly Irrelevant ques- 
tions ... do you drive? Oh yes! By 
yourself? Surel Anybody else In 
the car? A friend. Docs he help? 
Shifts gears. ' Anything else? Also 
steers. Ever nervous driving? Oh 
no. killed six people last year, and 
didn't bother me a biti 

Dr. Raginsky covered many other 
points and gave much revealing in- 
formation. To a question on dreams 
he quoted Plato: "Good people 
dream of the things bad people do." 

The executive announces that the 
next meeting will be held next 
Thursday, November 26, in the 
Medical Building. Professor J. F. 
Mackintosh, secretary of the faculty 
of medicine, will speak on a sub- 
ject vital to all would-be medical 
students.

Convocation 
To Be Held 
December 18 

LL.D. Degree Will Be 
Conferred on 
Morris W. Wilson . 

It was announced Irom the 
Principal's Office, following i 
meeting of the Senate, that a 
special convocation will be held on 
December 10, in the Arthur Cur- 
ric Gymnasium. Morris W. Wilson, 
newly-elected Chancellor of McGlll 
University, will have conferred on 
him the honorary degree of Doc- 
tor of Laws. 

The Senate meeting also dealt 
with the granting of degrees to the 
graduating class In Dentistry, who 
under the speed-up plan in opera 
tlon at McGill are receiving their 
degrees ahead of time. Registration 
at Macdonald and in the faculty of 
graduate studies and research were 
discussed. 

Macdonald Enrolment 

The enrolment this session at 
Macdonald College shows 103 men 
and eight women registered in the 
degree course In agriculture: 23 
men and one woman in the diploma 
course in agriculture, and 100 wo- 
men In the home economics degree 
course. 

The school for teachers at Mac- 
donald College has a total enrol- 

ment of 74 this year, three men and 
71 women. 

Of the 135 students in agriculture, 
34 arc from Montreal, 45 from Que- 
bec outside Montreal, 34 from other 
provinces of Canada, three from 
Newfoundland, one from the United 
States, and IB from the British 
West Indies. 

Ontario Leads 

In home economics there are 
more women from Ontario than 
from Quebec. Ontario has an en- 
rolment of 34; Quebec, outside 
Montreal, 16; Montreal, 12; New 
Brunswick, 11; British Columbia. 
10; other provinces, 12, and from 
outside Canada, five. 

A total of 172 students are en- 
rolled in the faculty of graduate 
studies and research at McGlll. 
Last year's final total was 193. Of 
the 172 students, 122 are' men and 
50 are women. 

A toUl of 71 arc studying for the 
Doctor of Philosophy degree; 81 
for the Master of Arts degree; 44 
for the Master of Science degree; 
one for Master of Civil Law; three 
for Master of Engineering; one for 
Doctor ' of Music, and one partial 
student.

Roscoe Pound 
Will Address 
Law Students 

Has Received 
. Degrees From 
14 Universities 



Law Undergraduates will hear an 
address by Roscoe Pound, former 
Dean of the Harvard Law School 
at ten o'clock this morning at Pur- 
vis Halt 

Dean Pound is a great American 
Jurist ranking ' with such men as 
Brandels and^ Holmes. He has been 
able to combine great philosophical 
understanding, with the study of 
Law, and Is a member of innumer- 
able Law associations, having first 
been admitted to the Bar In Lincoln 
Neb., in 1880. He is a fellow of the 
American Acddemy of Arts and 
Sciences and has been a Carter 
Professor of Jurisprudence since 
1013. Travelling a great deal in 
Europe he was made a member of 
French and Italian Law associa- 
tions. However, It Is his continuous 
connection with the Harvard Law 
School for which he is most fam- 
ous. Since his retirement he has 
spent most of his time writing ar- 
ticles on philosophy and Jurispru- 
dence. He is the author of such 
books as "The Spirit of Common 
Law." An Introduction to the Phil- 
osophy of Law" and "The Interpre- 
tation of Legal. History." 

Dean Pound's crusading spirit 
which has been spent campaigning 
primarily for the simidifleatlon of 
legal processes might well be Illus- 
trated by his famous dictum. "True 
Law must be stable but cannot 
sUnd still.'.' 

Beginning his college career at 
the age of twelve and at the pres' 
ent time holding degrees from 14 
universities. Dr. Pound has done 
much to help young American stu< 
dents pursue college careers with 
both financial and social aid.

Madeline Frances will speak 
on the problem of democracy as 
exemplified in Rousseau's "Contrat 
Social." 

Mile. Frances came to McGill 
two years ago with a special fel- 
lowship to do research on .Spinoza 
and his ' influence on Voltaire, 
Rousseau and Diderot She was the 
first woman, to attain the highest 
academic hoAours in France, hav' 
ing received the Agragation des 
Lettres, Paris and the Doctorat 
d'Etati a degree accorded to few. 
She has studied at Lille, Grenoble, 
Paris, Utrecht, Arnuterdam, Gen- 
eva and Berlin. While at McGlll in 
addition to pursuing her own stud 
ies, she gave courses in English and 
French literature. She left McGiU 
this fall to work for the Interna- 
tional Labour Office. 

Because of the wide interest In 
the topic, the Society invites not 
only students of Philosophy but all 
students of .Economics and French 
literature who are Interested.

Charities Campaign Is Prolonged 



All Students Over 17 Years Old 
Drafted in Wartime Great Britain

Kingston, Nov. 10.— (C.U.P.)— In Prof. Roy deemed such criticism 



wartime Britain, any students over 
17 years of age. Including women, 
are conscripted. This was reported 
recently, when, in a "Sympositmi 
with the English Department." the 
Journal interviewed Queen's two 
most recent arrivals from England 
—Prof, J. A. Roy and Dr. G. B. 
Harrison. 

Prof. Roy, a faculty member here 
since 1920,' has Just returned from 
a 'six-week tour of the Island, while 
Dr. Harrison formerly taught at 
King's College, University of Lon- 
don. Most of the younger teachers 
of Brltain|arej:inithe^armed forces, 
and many married women have re- 
turned to school staffs.- Dr. Harri- 
son cited one case in which only 
three members remain of an orig- 
inal staff of eight. The armed ser- 
vices are now filled to capacity, 
however, and conscripted men and 
women enter war industries ex- 
clusively. 

The Vice-Principal of Glasgow 
University told Prof. Roy that Labor 
Minister Bevin, in instituting this 
universal conscription, had "destroy- 
ed the cultural life of SeoUand"— 
that it would be years before the 
former status could be regained. 



"ill-advised to a great extent," since 
specialists are urgently needed,, and 
most British students are guaran- 
teed one or two years of college 
before they reach call-up age. 

In outward aspect, however, the 
universities are much the same as 
before the war, since thousands of 
American soldiers arc to be seen 
around Cambridge and other great 
British seats of learning. 

Prof. Roy told of meeting 
"Queen's people everywhere" dur- 
ing his trip. One of these was Koss 
Winter, of the Extension Depart- 
ment, who is now in the R.C.A.F., 
and is cooperating with British 
universities on plans for the post- 
war rehabilitation of men who wish 
to return to academic life. Mr. 
Winter's problems deal mainly with 
the college's part In "bridging the 
gap— the period after the actual 
armistice before the men can get 
back to Canada and the United 
States," said Prof. Roy, recalling 
that much confusion was caused in 
this period after the last war. 

Another Queen's man encounter- 
ed by Prof. Roy was Gordon Porter, 
padre at R.CA.F. headquarters in 
Edinburgh.

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On a Liberal Education 

Some four years ago that illustrious 
contemporary of ours, Life, published an 
arUcle based on tlic curriculum tlicn being 
introduced at St. John's College at Anna- 
polis, Maiyland.. Pictured in that issue 
were tlio hundred textbook of the four- 
year Arts course, and careful readers were 
able to make out the time-honoured titles. 
They included works by Plato, Aristotle, 
and many medieval and modem philoso- 
phers. What was especially significant 
about the list was the inclusion of writings 
by scholars whose contributions to knowl- 
edge have been principally in the field of 
natural science as opposed to the humani- 
ties. Galieo, Newton and Maxwell are three 
whom we may mention. The purpose of the 
educators in assembling such a collection 
was to demonstrate their belief in the in- 
herent connectedness of all knowledge, a 
grasp of which is a fuiida m e n t a l part, of 
that which has come to '^Enovraî as a lib* 
eral education. 

St. John's is not alone in its fight 
against what may be called the segmental 
nature of modern western education. The 
University of Chicago's head, Dr. Hutch- 
ins, is an important figure in the move- 
ment. 

The basic assumption of the proponents 
of a truply liberal education is that wis- 
dom and virtue arc identical. The educated 
man makes the best citizen, and inevitably 
ho creates the just, that is, the democratic 
state. But to educate "for" democracy is 
shallow. There is no such thing as demo- 
cratic morals and ideas. Morals arc either 
good or bad; ideas are either shallow or 
profound. 

A liberal education is more than a 
classical education, more than a literary 
education, more than a training in the 
"humaniores" or moral virtues. It is not 
everything "except science" nor does it 
' merely "include" science. There is no com- 
petition between the arts and the sciences, 
except insofar as the pedants in both fields 
have created an artificial barrier. 

For thio content of this idea of a lib- 
eral education, we are' to turn to a re- 
vitalized and flexible conception of Latin 
Europe's "liberal arts" — the triviura 
(grammar, rhetoric and logic) and the 
quadrivium (arithmetic, music, geometry 
and astronomy). This is not medievalism: 
we have emerged from obscurantism and 
we do not intend going back to it What it 
does amount to, is an attack on the elec- 
tive system in vogue in North American 
universities, a system which has permit- 
ted sixteen and seventeen-year-olds, to 
grapple with the profounditics of the sociaf 
and the natural sciences at a time when 
their chief concern should , be orienting 
themselves toward life îtseîfrSuch a func- 
tion is held to be performed by a liberal 
education. 

We no longer need to marvel at the 
accomplishmenta- of education; Nasi Ger- 
many is eloquent testimony to the charac- 
ter-moulding qualities which a nationally- 
inspired educational system possesses. The 
abiding nature of a worthy system of edu- 
cation is not mere inculcation of facta, but 
an everlasting appreciation of the truth. It 
is the love of truth that makes men free 
in the common light of dayi « 



Music Notes 



CONSERVATORIinvi CONCERT. 

Yesteixlay afternoon in the Conservatorium 
hall, the McGllI Conservatorium ot Music pre- 
sented the iirst oi two concerts.by candidates 
for the Local Centre Examinations who ob- 
tained highest marks In their grades. The pro- 
gram was varied and not uninteresting, and the 
standards of performance achieved did credit 
to the well-known campus institution. 

Sheila Gundy, a prlmary-srade pianist, 
opened the afternoon with Rogers' "Minuet", 
showing promising style and underitandlng. 
Ruth Rappaport, vlollnUt in the senior grade, 
followed with the first movement of the VlolU 
Concerto in C minor, accompanied at the piano 
by Sona Pecmanova. Miss Rappaport evidenced 
considerable and dexterous ability, with spots 
of very good playing, but was hampered by a 
slight unsteadiness which detracted from her 
tone. Mildred Solomon, of the junior grade, 
sang Brahms' "Sandman" very nicely, and fol- 
lowed with an excellent lively rendition of 
Lehmann's "Oh, Bother! Sang the Thrush," 

Next was a fine performance of Cbopln'a 
"Fantaisie Impromptu" by Mary IwasakI, Semi- 
final Licentiate for piano; here was undeniable 
ability which missed the Chopin touch by the 
margin of a minor lack of neatness and clarity. 
Jean Cameron, intermediate grade organist, 
turned a nervous start Into a rather well-done 
rendition ot the Bach Prelude and Fuge in E 
minor; this was the best Bach of the afternoon. 

Outstanding achievement for the day, how- 
ever, was the singing of Jean W. Brown, Semi- 
final Licentiate, wth excellent accompaniment 
by Lois Hamblett Goodwin. Miss Brown ii a 
versatile artist, for Richard ' Strauss ' and 
Glacomo Puccini differ widely in tlielr' musical 
Ideas. Strauss' "Zuignung" was excellently and 
tastefully done, with an understanding which 
he does not commonly receive. Puccini's. "Un 
bel di" from "Madame Butterfly" was very 
fine vocalisation, worthy ot many a concert 
stage, and needing only orchestra and setting 
for complete success. Miss Brown is to be con- 
gratulated on an enviable potentiality. 

Evelyn MacDonald, junior-grade pianist, fol- 
lowed pleasantly with BachlfV'^Song of Love"; 
Daniel Slatkln, primary-grade violinist, was 
capable and emphatic with Carse'a "Marche 
Militaire", with Mildred Solomon at the piano; 
and Frances Ghent, intermediate-grade pianist, 
closed promisingly with a Field Nocturne and 
a Bach Two-part Invention. 

The second concert will be given next 
Thursday at 9.00.

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ARCHITEQURE 

Its Purpose and Its 
Social Significance

What is architecture? This is a. question that 
for some reason is rarely asked. Architecture is 
said to be composed ot materials in static 
equlllbriimi. It has become an accepted tradi- 
tion to consider buildings as a' part of the In- 
active background of life. Writers on architec- 
ture from classic times down to the present 
have described buildings as monuments, as 
frozen music, and as eternal art. AH such terms 
betray the common belief that^ architecture la 
a passive type of art, as inert as the stone and 
the steel from which It Is built 

Actually buildings perform a wide variety 
of active funcUons for society. Architecture is 
at once a complicated tool and the llthic struc- 
ture-ot social institutions. As a tool it is an 
affective means ot weather control. Through 
it we are able to produce an' artificial climate 
suited to our work end comfort. As the struc- 
ture ot social institutions architecture gives 
form to civilization. It is difficult to think ot a 
home, a school, a theatre except In terms of 
the building which is its physical part. Build- 
ings are active agents in a social process, no 
static structures in equilibrium. 

By architecture we mean building consider- 
ed as a fine art, that Is to say, an art that 
satisfies mental and not merely physical neces- 
sities. Art Is primarily simply skill— thus we 
righUy speak of the art of the dentist and of 
the pickpocket, and there is great art in dish- 
washing. Upon this lowly base is built up the 
grand erection of human accomplishment. To 
do or to make well Is the root ot creation. But 
as it. happens that human works are used by 
human beings as well as done by them, it fol- 
lows that the idea of suitability as well as that 
of utility occupies the mind of a workman. The 
chalrmakcr for example who sets out to make 
simply a thing which will fit the sitting human 
body, finds himself Involved In all the coiii- 
plexity of the problems aroused by the ques- 
tion: What human body, or whose human body, 
am I making a child's chair or an office stool, a 
chair for the dining-room or one for the bishop 
In thé cathedral? , . 

Thus grew up the distinction between art 
and tine art. ... ; ■ ; ■ 

The broadfr function of architéettire-ïs to 
shape society. Buildings arè the moi«is-in:which 
organized social processes are cast.' Thê^ flow- 
ing crowds which pour through our elites are 
regulated and controlled by the orderly and 
stable forms of architecture. This mobile crowd 
of people peacefully and efficiently carries on 
a mulUtude of tasks becausS all ot its activities 
take place between guiding and directing walls. 
Social behaviour, In a society, is made up of 
a very complicated group of patterns. Unless 
these pattémi were shaped by instruments and 
machines, by arehltecture and. by .'other' art 
forms, wo should become contused aiid forget 
most of the habits and amenities ot polite ex- 
istence. Deprived p- of buildings and other art 
which imposes paft'ern'ort our. lives u c rhoiild 
soon revert lo savagery. Indeed this is exactly 
what happens when our architectural nioida 
are destroyed by soVne disaster such as y/at, 
pne reason why it is sb difficult to kéep order 
during such conditions even under martial dis. 
dpllne is that'soeletx has lost its physical foims

The term "post-war world" is on every- 
body's lips these days. These magic words con- 
jure, up in our minds a vision of a better and 
a happier world than men and women have yet 
known. And in this post-war world to which 
people arc looking, freedom will play a major 
role. Nations and the people who make up 
these nations are determined that in the future 
there shall be freedom from oppression and 
tyranny, freedom from want and fear, religious 
and political freedom. 

Canadians are justly proud ot the land in 
which they live, that Carfada is a free country 
with equal opportunities for all. And yet is it 
not true that even here there are men and wo- 
mèn who are, in a very real sense of the world, 
slaves? One does not have to look far to see 
men whose tempers have made their lives, and 
the lives of those they love, a living hell, or 
men and women whose careers have been 
wrecked because they have been unable to 
control their appetites. These appelles, these 
personal failings, or the desire for power, 
prestige, money or social position— these have 
become men's masters, and everything has been 
sacrificed in service to them. And all of us 
know what 'It is to be aware of what is right 
and justi and because of weakness have gone 
ahead and done exactly the opposite. The Bible 
bluntly states that "to him that knowcth to do 
good and doeth it not. to him it is sin." 

A great many people are familiar with the 
words of the Lord Jesui Christ to His disciples: 
"Ye Shalt know the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free." When this is coupled with His 
stupendous claim that He embodied the truth 
—"I am the way, the truth, and the life." He 
said- it will be realized that our knowledge of 
the truth and ot the freedom it brings, is bound 
up with our attitude towards the Lord Jesus 
Christ.

1 would like to compliment Mr. 
Brushett on his keen Insight into 
the heart ot the problem of the 
refugee Immigration. At last some 
one has seen the main point ot the 
issue, which is namely this: to pro. 
vide a sanctuary NOW for the 10,- 
OOO refugees stranded in the over- 
crowded and hungry countries of 
Portugal and Spain. Post-war re- 
adjustments in Canada have noth' 
ing to do with UjIs question, bo- 
cause after the war there will be 
no need to give refuge to people 
fleeing from political or religious 
persecution, and also those at pres- 
ent in foreign countries will be free 
to return to their homes. 

Admittedly the petition is some- 
what loosely worded and has there- 
fore led to much doubt of its intcn- 
tentions. The reason for this is that 
the Refugee Committee, rather than 
waste more time— and consequently 
inore lives- in dispute about the 
wording, issued the peUtlon with as 
little delay as they could, in order 
that it might be effective as soon 
OS possible. 

Every student should realize that 
this problem, being concerned with 
an IMÏIEOIATE and TEMPORARY 
need, and does not Involve post-war 
problems. Let us reconsider and 
act before it is too late.

John Hore. supervising director of 
the M.R.T.. spoke at a meeting of 
Uie Literature Society which was 
held l.nst night at the home of Joan 
Cassidy, vice-president. 

The theme of the address centred 
primarily on the Canadian theatre 
of the present day. He discussed the 
functions of a community theatre 
strcsfing the future of such an or- 
ganization in Canadian towns, tak- 
ing into consideration the possibili- 
ties of, and projects for, the estab- 
lishment of a group of Community 
theatres across Canada. Such 
theatre? would face the inevitable 
problem of suitable theatre locations 
and the definition to the public of 
their purpose in the community. 

Mr. Hore illustrated his talk with 
a practical description of the func- 
tions of the M.R.T. which has al- 
ready attained great success of pur- 
pn.'c. 



The exhibition, "Furniture Design 
Today" opened yesterday evening 
In the Focus Exhibition Room in 
the Engineering Building.

Florence xmder Lorenzo dc Med 
ici and American financial interests 
in Latin America were the subjects 
of two pnpor.s read before the 
R.V.C. Historical Club by Mary 
Thompson and Jean Yack last eve 
ning. 

Mary Thompson who traced the 
career of Lorenzo the Magnificent 
showed that his primary interests 
were maintaining the peace of 
Italy and Increasing his personal 
popularity in his native city. 

The increase of his prestige 
abroad brought him added secur- 
ity at home, stated the speaker 
This brilliant figure— at once a 
dictator, diplomat, mediator, writ 
er, and builder dominated southern 
European politics for a period of 
25 year.". 

In .speaking of I.alin America 
Jean Yiick noted anti-foreign sen 
timcnt as .in impediment to foreign 
penetration, but stated that those 
countries were not wholly ignorant 
of the advantages to be gained from 
foreign investment. In many cases 
the standard of living has risen 
considerably where the Americans 
appeared to put capital into gov' 
emmcnt projects. Mexican oil is 
controlled almost entirely by for 
cign capital of which the major por- 
tion i.s .Xnicricnn. The speaker slated 
that investment in the South Am- 
erican lands is eharacterized by 
great industrial corporations whose 
prime interest is a profit-making
